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NEW CHAPTER IN GUARD HISTORY 


A new and Important chapter in the long and dis- 


tinguished histoiy of Company I and the 28th Infantry 
Division of the Pennsylvania National Guard was writ- 
ten this morning when the local unit, along with others 
in the outfit, was inducted into federal duty, at the State 
Armory. 


The induction ceremony was strictly military and in- 


formal in nature, with each member signing a general 
order that mustered him into "Federal service. 


The call to the colors constitutes the second time Com- 


pany I and the 28th has entered active service in the last 
decade. 


On Feb. 17, 1941, a little more than two months after 


Pearl Harbor, the Division entered Federal service as a 
strictly Pennsylvania outfit. 
It went overseas-in Octo- 


ber, 1943, and did battle in some of the most bitterly 
fought campaigns of World War Two. 


Replacements reduced the ranks of Pennsylvanians 


as the war went on but the Division never lost its' iden- 
tification with the Keystone State. 


It was the Germans 'who dubbed the outfit the "bloody 


Bucket Division'" due to the Red Keystone shoulder 
patch worn by the Americans. The Nazis had reason to 
know what the shoulder patch meant—for the 28th was 
the first invading unit to enter German soil in force in 
nearly 150 years. 


Although the 28th was organized as a division only in 


1917, some of its units date their history back to pre- 
Revolutionary days. 


Divisionary organization for Pennsylvania first was 


introduced by Maj. John F. Hartranft in 1878. Hart- 
ranft implemented many military reforms as governor of 
the commonwealth. 


The name "Iron Division" stuck to the PNG unit 


after Gen. John J. Pershing, learning of the outfit's valiant 
deeds in France, declared its men "must be made of 
iron." 


When alerted a month ago, the 28th had some 10,000 


members. It has grown since then due to a recruiting 
campaign. Its exact number now is a military secret.

WASHINGTON COLUMN 


Matthews' Explosive Speech 
Slipped by Defense P.R.O.

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—When Navy Secretary Francis P.' 
" thews made his famous speech at Boston, saying that the United 
States should be willing to achieve a world at peace, "even at the pricg 
of instituting a war to compel cooperation for peace," people began 
wondering who had written it for him. The answer seems to be that 
he wrote it himself, and didn't tell anybody about it. 


The secretary had been at his home in Omaha .the week before he 


was to make the speech. He drafted it there. He came back to Wash- 
ington, turned his copy over to the Department of Defense Public 
Relations Office for copying and press releases, then went on to Boston 
and delivered it. 


The Public Relations reviewing officers didn't catch the importance 


of it, and let the wild ball roll right between their legs. They didn't 
even bother sending it in to Undersecretary of Defense Steve Early 
for review. It didn't even occur to them. 
T ACK of stand-by price and wage controls which could have been 


put into effect immediately after the Korean war began is having 


a marked inflationary kick-back. Fear that wage controls will be 
imposed later is causing numerous union labor leaders to institute 
increased wage demands now, while the getting is good. This was 
motivating factor in recent Packard Motor strike. It was also a factor, 
though not the whole reason, for Railway Trainmen and Conductors 
decision to strike and force a show-down now.

or other commercially profitable 
products. This integrated opera- 
tion will lesult in the removal of 
use of some smaller and crowded 
trees along- with mature stock and 
the salvage of sound portions of 
trees that previously has been left 
in the woods as waste. 


As is the case on all timber 


sales from National Forests the 
trees to be removed will be care- 
fully 
selected and 
marked 
by 


-trained foresters. Black Cherry 
will be the principal species cut. 
making up nearly three-fourths of 
the operation. The balance will be 
maple, hemlock and other species 
common in the aiea. 


The new sale will contribute im- 


portantly to the maintenance of 
the timber industry and its profits 
and employment in the national 
forest area. 
About the time it 


closes out, ten years hence, the 
composition of the forest will be 
improved to the point where in- 
creasing supplies of mature timber 
can be counted on to assure a 
healthy and sustained timber eco- 
nomy in the area. 


Another very significant by-pro- 


duct of the sale is the fact that the 
lumbering operations will open up 
the forest crown and encourage a 
type of growth that will increase 
the wildlife food producing capa- 
city of tliis area. Specially train- 
ed observers report that the deer 
herd even now is in excess of the 
number that the natural food sup- 
ply can be expected to properly 
support. 
The increased browse 


growth that will follow the lum- 
bring will help solve this problem. 
-This in conjunction with the very 
timely two-day doe season that 
has been scheduled for this fall 
should result in a better approach 
to a proper balance between the 
numbers of deer and the carrying 


j capacity of the range. 
The final 


outcome will be a herd of health- 
ier and larger deer, and a situation 
in which the foresters can plan 
on the natural reproduction of the 
choice hardwood timber species. 
Such has not been the case with

Mad Midwestern Mortician 
Made Horse Racing History

]\EW YORK—(NEA)—Horse racing probably would not exist as 


the big business it is today if it had not been for a disgruntled 


midwestern undertaker in the Cay Nineties. 


Horse racing might not be in existence at all and certainly would 


not be a multi-billioned business had it not been for Almon Strowger. 


Prior to 1908 wagering in this country was in the hands of book- 
makers, for the most part. 


Pari-mutuel betting had 4>een invented by M. Oiler, a Paris met* 


chant, in 1872. 


But, opposed by the bookies, of course, that system found small 


favor here until 1908. 


Col. Matt Winn discovered that although gambling was prohibited, 


pari-mutuel betting was not. So, on Derby Day. 1908, pari-mutuel 
betting was introduced to the .big time in the United States. 


There were two things wrong with the system. It could be mon- 


keyed with. It was too slow, 


The obvious answer wai an apparatus that would remove the 


temptation to phinagle by automatically recording all bets and cal- 
culating the odds speedily. 
TT remained for a Baltimorean, Henry L. Straus, to work out the 
•*• method by which bets are electrically recorded, added and displayed 
in jig time. 


Straus' machine depends to a large extent on equipment operating 


on the principle of the automatic dial telephone. 


Where does Almon Strowger, the mortician, come in? 
Strowger, an early telephone subscriber in Kansas City, became 


irked when his business began falling off. 


people were still dying and Strowger was convinced that he could 


do as nice a job of laying them out and patting them in the face with 
a shovel as his competitor, whose business picked up in inverse ratio 
to the fall in the Strowger fortunes. 


Strowger discovered that his .competitor, an unmarried man, was 


keeping company with a telephone operator and immediately jumped 
to the conclusion that she was shifting telephone calls from him to 
his competitor. 


Stronger could never prove his suspicions but got so, all-fired mad 


at the whole business that, with an old-fashioned collar box, some 
pins and a lead pencil, he invented the dial telephone which eliminated 
the operator.
